DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT

Student achievement in all areas, including academics, vocational programs, fine
arts, and sports highlighted the 2003-04 school year. Students, teachers and
schools received numerous recognitions and awards. Honea Path Elementary
School was nominated by the South Carolina State Department of Education as a
National Blue Ribbon School because of exemplary student academic performance.

The new auditorium was used extensively to showcase the performing arts programs
in the District as well as to provide appropriate meeting space for large groups. All
computer labs were completed and furnished with state-of-the art equipment to
enhance students’ access to technology. All the renovations and new construction
were completed during the fall of 2003.

Teachers worked collaboratively across the district by grade levels and subject areas
to study and develop teaching strategies aligned to the state standards and to
develop and revise benchmark tests. Teachers also were provided with inservice
opportunities which they requested at the school level. Each school developed a
plan for school level initiatives to enhance teaching and learning.
